Under the new act—Public Law 
422—responsibility pay can be paid 
to four grades of officers on the 
following monthly ‘scales: 0O-6s, 
$150; 0-5s, $100; O-4s and O-3s, $50. 
It can be paid to officers holding 
jobs of unusual responsibility and 
of a critical nature. 

Curiously enough, O-6s and O-5s 
getting responsibility pay would 
earn just about what Defense 
asked for them in the pay package 
it originally sent to Congress back 
in January, 

These were the only two pay 
grades where Congress cut the 
pay rates well below what Defense 
recommended. 

This responsibility pay will prob- 
ably go into effect eventually, but 
it will be quite some time before 
it does. The authority is permis- 
sive. Defense was against it from 
the beginning and is not happy to 
have it. 

The Budget Bureau recently 
asked Defense to hold off putting 
the special pay into operation un- 
til it has a chance to measure the 
effect of the new basic pay tables 
on the retention rate. 

But the authority will probably 
be used eventually for two reasons 
One is simply that, as a Defense 
expert put it, “it’s pretty hard to 
have such authority on the books 
and not use it.”

They will be highly 
qualified fighters of the type today 
who are both ranger and airborne- 
qualified. 

These units will be capable of 
living in the battle area for in- 
definite periods. The best com- 
parison would probably be to the 
pioneering of backswoodsmen of 
the Daniel Boone type, or the 
Western gunslingers so popular in 
our history. Never in history will 
the fate of free men depend on so 
few. 

The small unit will have essen- 
tially two types of weapons—one 
of the ray type to enable destruc- 
tion of individuals without detec- 
tion, and the other of the nuclear 
blast type to destroy any target. 
These weapons will be man-trans- 
portable; hence, supporting-type 
weapons as we now know them 
will be no more. 

” ” + 

CLOTHING will be of the type 
to resist heat-seeking devices (anti- 
radiation shots will remove that 
hazard). Each man will have small 
rockets of the Buck Rogers type 
to propel him over small distances 
when needed. The unit itself will 
travel by aerial jeeps. 

The very life of the unit will 
depend on its communications 
which, fortunately, will be small, 
compact and very dependable. Re- 
plenishment of equipment will be 
furnished by plastic and ceramic 
low-altitude missiles meeting the 
unit or units at predesignated 
places. 

(The whole logistics supply sys- 
tem will depend on underwater 
eraft or large but-extremely mobile 
Goers type supply vehicles which 
will be small depots in themselves, 
unless logistical centers can be lo- 
cated in the battle exempt popula- 
tion centers by agreement.) 


The small units will reach 








the battle area by very low-flying 
missiles launched from other un- 
derwater craft, or war-exempt 
population centers (by mutual 
agreement). These missiles will 
be capable of landing or of hover- 
ing so the occupants can be lower- 
ed by hanging devices or para- 
chutes. 

Their mission will be to seek 
and destroy the enemy and destroy 
his stockpile and launching devices 
(this. will be hard to do because 
both will be highly mobile). The 
ultimate objective will be to de- 
Stroy the enemy stockpile so an 
ultimatum ean be delivered for to- 
tal surrender. 

What can be done now to pre- 
pare for this type of small unit 
war? The answer is obvious—we 
must adopt Ranger and Special 
Forces type training for all combat 
units as soon as possible. Squad 
leaders must be able to take their 
men to distant points through all 
types of terrain without any help. 

We've made tremendous ad- 
vances in weapons but unfortunate- 
ly these advances have not been 
matched by small unit training.

In December 1956 while on 
maneuvers here in Germany we 
encountered difficult problems in 
communications with line-of-sight 
radios. Good communications were 
usually only obtained by using the 
highest and most prominent hill 
masses in the vicinities of our 
CPs and OPs. The experiences 
of WW II taught us that any tech- 
nically advanced enemy should de- 
tect and interdict a radio after 
only a few minutes of operation. 

Our soldiers of -1980 will send 
their radios aloft beneath small 
balloons and operate them from 
remote control stations from dis- 
tance of three to five miles. No 
longer will they experience diffi- 
culty with hill mass and forest 
when operating line-of-sight radios, 
for their radios will be above 
these obstacle. 

These balloons will be doughnut- 
shaped, permitting the radio’s an- 
tenna to extend up through the 
balloon. The radio will be carried 
in a basket suspended under the 
balloon. A trip device sensitive 
to loss of lift by the balloon will 
eject the radio and open a small 
parachute to assist in the salvage 
of radios shot down by enemy fire. 

By 1980 this idea will be ex- 
panded further to send aloft not 
only radios but also the receivers 
of our sound and flash battalians, 
theodolites for our survey crews, 
and small radar: sets which will 
constantly scan the enemy lines. 
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simile transmitters or TV cameras 
under his operational control. His 
main sources of battle information 
will be limited only by the capa- 
bility of the 1980 radio transmission 
facilities.

WE MUST further assume that 
the 1980 rifle squad will be cap- 
able of packing an atomic punch or 
using a weapon of equivalent power.

come an archaic military relic. Yet 
the commanders of the larger 1980 
units must be trained to make the 
decisions needed in their high-speed 
battle environment. 

Enter our Battle Simulator.

I VISUALIZE a complex, com- 
puter-like, battle synthesizer which 
will simulate all the variable ac- 
tions which enter into the combat 
of the future. 

Two synthetic divisions could be 
created, their capabilities and limi- 
tations translated into electronic 
terminology and fed into our battle 
computer. Each computer would 
react to directives and commands 
by a commander and his staff in the 
manner of a huge,- efficient CPX 
problem. 

Each division could be made to 
maneuver synthetically against the 
other. The divisions could eventual- 
ly become corps, the corps would 
evolve into armies. It is conceiv- 
able that as the training expanded,

CAMP GARY, Tex.—*“Pilot er- 
ror” is no longer aviation’s catch- 
all hook to hang aircraft accidents 
on, according to the Pentagon’s 
Col. James Wells, chief of Army 
aviation safety.

AT HIGH NOON aboard the Can- 
berra on May 26, the Navy Band 
of the Cruiser Force, Atlantic 
Fleet began to play the somber 
strains of Chopin’s Funeral March. 
On the rainswept deck at the foot 
of two Terrier missiles were three 
flag-draped caskets. One of them 
contained the body of the unknown 
of Korea. The two others held the 
remains of unknowns of thé War 
II fighting of the Pacific and Euro- 
pean Theaters. 

Rear Adm. Lewis S. Parks, com- 
mander of the Atlantic Fleet Cruis- 
er Force, said over a microphone 
before the final selection of the 
War II unknown was made: 

“It is not necessary that we know 
their names. It is enough that they 
were our comrades and our ship- 
mates. They were also our sons, 
our brothers, our fathers, our 
friends, and for all of us they gave 
‘that last full measure of devo- 
tion’,” 

Then William R. Charette, hos- 
pital corpsman first who won the 
Medal of Honor in Korea, stepped 
forward to a wreath of red and 
white ~carnations.

CHARRETTE PICKED UP the 
wreath, walked back around the 
three caskets and stood facing the 
one in the center, the one holding 
the body of the unknown of Korea. 
For a few contemplative moments 
Charette held himself tight-lipped. 
Then he turned and placed the 
wreath on the casket to his right. 

Later, Charette told newsmen he 
said an “informal prayer” before 
the selection ceremony began. He 
said he didn’t make his choice un- 
til the last minute. He said he 
started to place the wreath on the 
casket to his left, but then, “I don’t 
know why, I just turned to the 
right.” 

The one he chose and the Ko- 
rean unknown then were trans- 
ferred to the destroyer Blandy to 
be taken to Washington and then 
burial at Arlington National 
Cemetery. The War II unknown 
not selected by Charette was later 
buried at sea with full military 
honors,

A SERIES OF CEREMONIES 
leading to the final interment of 
the unknowns of America’s two 
latest wars was to start in Wash- 
ington from the Naval Gun Fac- 
tory on May 28 after the bodies 
were taken from the Blandy. 

From the gun factory,.where the 
Blandy arrived the day before, the 
bodies were to be taken to the 
Capitol building and there to lie 
in state in the Capitol Rotunda un- 
til May 30. The caskets were to be 
alternated between the catafalque 
that held the body of Abraham 
Lincoln, and one identically the 
same built especially for the. oc- 
casion, 

On Memorial Day at 1 p. m., the 





bodies were to be carried down the 
Capitol steps and then placed in 
caissons to be drawn by two teams 
of six gray horses each. 

The funeral cortege was to move 
down Constitution Avenue, around 
Lincoln Memorial and then over. 
the Memorial Bridge to the amphi- 
theater at Arlington Cemetery. 
Booming cannons were to. fire one 
round every minute until the cere- 
mony at Arlington was over, About 
200 rounds were expected to be 
fired,

AS THE CORTEGE passed over 
Memorial Bridge, Air Force F-101 
jets were to fly overhead in salute 
in the “missing buddy” formation. 
A black-draped plane was to be 
on the ground at Bolling Air Force 
Base nearby to symbolize the “miss- 
ing buddy.” ji 

President Eisenhower, Vice 
President Nixon and the Supreme 
Court justices, congressmen, for- 
eign dignitaries and more than 200 
winners of the Medal of Honor 
were to take part in ceremonies 
inside the marble columns of the 
amphitheater before the final in- 
terment.

AT THE AMPHITHEATER two 
minutes of silence were to be ob- 
served before Président Eisen- 
hower was to place on black pil- 
lows near the casket heads Medals 
of Honor to each of the War II 
and Korean unknowns. 

The citation for awards of the 
nation’s highest military decoration 
are both brief. 

The one to the unknown of War 

II is bestowed upon “the unknown 
of the second World War, exem- 
lifying the selflessness of all our 
allen heroes of the second World 
War who, in courageous defense of 
the ideals of democracy against 
aggression, gave their lives to pre- 
serve our noble heritage.” 

The other confers the medal 
upon “the unknown American -of 
the Korean conflict, symbolic of 
the gallantry and intrepidity above 
and beyond the call of duty of all 
members of the armed forces of 
the United States who gave their 
lives in the Korean conflict while 
defending the ideals of freedom 
and democracy.”

AFTER PRESENTATION of 
Medals of Honor to the two new 
unknowns, the caskets were to be 
taken to the amphitheater. A 21- 
gun salute was to be fired by can- 
nons at Lee Mansion, on a sloping 
hill overlooking the Potomac River. 

Three volleys of rifle fire were 
to sound after the caskets were 
committed to their crypts, and then 
a bugler was to sound faps. 

The marble slabs covering the 
two new unknowns will be inscribed 
only with the dates of the wars 
they represent. The slab over the 
unknown of War II will have the 
dates “1941-1945.” For the unknown 
of the Korean fighting the dates 
will be 1950-1953.”

Easy House Passage Seen 
For Reorganization Bill 


WASHINGTON. — A smooth 
House passage has been forecast 
for the Defense Department re- 
organization bill voted out of the 
House Armed Services Committee 
by a unanimous 37-0 count. 

Republican leaders have indicated 
that any Administration efforts to 
amend the compromise. measure 
will come in the Senate. President 
Eisenhower is still pushing for 
changes which would knock out 
the individual service secrétaries 
from the chain of command and 
give the Secretary’ of Defense a 
virtual free hand in determining 
the roles and missions of the vari- 
ous. services. 

In its report, the Armed Services 
committee said down-grading of the 
service secretaries would pave the 
way for merging the services into 
a “huge, overcentralized and un- 
manageable administrative con- 
glomeration, The separate iden- 
tity of the services . ; . would be- 
come a myth—inviting; almiost de- 
manding complete merger or the 
unacceptable creation ‘of a-fourth 
operating department,” 

Such a move would place the 
service secretaries. in the role of 
“section chiefs,” subordinate to the 
assistant secretaries of Defense and 
their assistants, the committtee 
said. 

* . ” 

THE REPORT, in taking up the 
President’s objections to the rein 
on transfer or. abolition of service 
functions, said service chiefs would 
not object to “the consolidation, 
transfer, reassignment or abolition 
of a minor combatant function 
which is not of: vital concern to 
their respective service.” 

Contained in the bill is a pro- 
vision giving the President unlim- 





fted power to transfer combatant 
functions in wartime or during a 
period of threatened hostilities, the 


committee pointed out. 
In.taking a firm stand behind its 


bill, the committee said the meas- 
ure gives the Defense Department 
the power to accomplish all “it has 
said it has to do. At the same 
time, provision is made for Con- 
gress to retain and exercise the re- 
sponsibilities imposed on it by the 
Constitution.” 

The report contained an answer 
to one of the Presidential objec- 


tions by stating that it had “no 
thought whatsoever of infringing on 
exchange of ideas and cooperation 
between the assistant secretaries of 
Defense and the services.”

tirement means that although. a peak is 
reached 10 years earlier and continues 10 
years longer, that peak is a third lower in 
amount than if 30-year retirement were 
mandatory. 

A second element of cost is the matter of 
personnel turnover. The new pay bill was 
“sold” on the argument that pay raises were 
needed to reduce the turnover in skilled of- 
ficers and men. It was said that if turnover 
could be reduced efficiency would inerease 
and training costs could be cut. Since this 
is unquestioned, where is the “profit” from 
the extra half-billion outlay,in basic pay if 
more stringent retirement rules discourge 
men from making the armed forces a career? 

. Military retirement is a great career in- 
centive. Many recruiters and service officials 
say that it is the most powerful career in- 
ducement. Major new active duty benefits 
would have to be provided to offset loss of 
the early retirement right. And what would 
be the economy in that? 

Assuming that most men enter enlisted 
service between ages 18 and 25, a 30-year 
career would have them retiring between 48 
and 55 .Some men of these ages can be 
profitably used, particularly if they are 
skilled. But in large numbers they are not 
what a commander would want on a battle- 
field or aboard a cramped ship. The problem 
of more than one service now is, not that too 
many men want to retire on 20 years, but 
that too many want to go for 30. The Marine 
Corps already curbs this by denying reenlist- 
ment to the less efficient after 20 years. The 
Navy is considering the same plan. 

Among officers, the same problem is ag- 
gravated by the fact that they must be 
brought up for promotion at suitable ages. 
And the wartime humps aggravate that 
problem. 

A mandatory 30-year officer career would 
present two clear alternatives. Either pro- 
motions must be delayed or limits on upper 
grades must be eased. The first would re- 
sult in large numbers of junior officers in 
their fifties. The second would mean a big- 
ger active pay cost for the extra senior 
officers, followed by an evén larger bill for 
retired pay when these officers finally leave 
the service. 

Perhaps the proponents of longer service 

don’t intend to disturb the promotion laws at 
all. They approve earlier retirement for the 
non-selected, but they hope to keep some top 
men who wish to get out early. To do this, 
they would keep an officer who wants to go, 
a reluctant “careerman.” And because he is 
kept, some other capable officer—maybe not 
as good, but one who wants to stay in—must 
be passed over and forced out. 
_ -It is clear that early retirement can be 
justified on grounds of economy and ef- 
ficiency. But there is another factor to con- 
sider: equity. 

What will be the reaction of servicemen 
to delayed retirement? How will they regard 
what they consider the breaking of a con- 
tract providing retirement after 20 years of 
active service? 

_ There already is a feeling among long- 
timers that they have “paid” for every pay 
increase in‘recent years with some loss of 
benefits—removal of tax exemptions, less 
physical disability retired pay, curbs on ex- 
changes and commissaries. To follow the 
newest pay increases with curbs on retire- 
ment will be considered the ultimate outrage. 

Frankly, when and if the lawmakers seri- 
ously come to consider this matter of longer 
service, we think they’ll find—as they did 
during the last such study, in 1949—that a 
revision would be both uneconomical and un- 
wise. 
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Way Out of Stripe Maze —

Now that Congress has passed a new pay 
bill, the Army people in charge of such 
matters should not invent any new stripes 
for the mew noncommissioned supergrades. 

” * ~ 

HERE’S WHY: Many of us recent old- 
timers from WWII and thereabouts are 
hoping that the two new grades may be 
the golden opportunity te get the time- 
honered buck sergeant back into the fight- 
ing lineup. 

It weuld be real easy to sneak the buck 
sergeant back into business in this modern 
pentomie Army. This is the way: 

Leave the insignia for private E-1, E-2, 
PFC E-3 and corporal E-4 the way they 
are now, namely no stripes, no stripes, one 
stripe and two stripes respectively. 

Then, call the E-5 noncom a “sergeant” 
and give him three stripes. (He’s called a 
sergeant now, but he wears a rocker.) 

Fer an E-6 noncom, revert to a title used 
in WWII and before. Call him “staff ser- 
geant” and let him wear three stripes and 
a reeker. 

The E-7 will then be a “sergeant first 
class,” with three stripes and two rockers. 

The new supergrade E-8 — which the 
Army apparently figures will be for career 
first sergeants — should be called just that: 
first sergeant. And like 1/Sgt. Franklin 
P. Jannetti (the roughest first soldier I 
ever was straightened out by in WWII), he 
should wear three stripes, twe rockers and 
a diamend. 

E-9, the supergrade reserved for the few 
who can hold down the job of sergeant 
major, would logically be a master ser- 
geant with three stripes and three rockers.

ADVANTAGES: Yes, many. At the line 
company level, your noncoms from squad 
leader on up (according to present TO’s) 
would wear rockers — one for the squad 


leader himself, two for the platoon ser- 
geant and twe with a diamond for the first 
soldier. 

PFC and eorporal would be the appren- 
tice grades for a noncommissioned career. 
And your newly-recenstituted three-stripe 
buck sergeant would be back where he 
belongs; he’d be the guy in the middle 
with the reputation for getting things done. 

* * a 


DISADVANTAGES? Yes, one big onc. 
Present first three graders would have to 
change their stripes again. Fer example, 
the present E-7 master sergeant would have 
to buy a full set ef insignia. with three 
stripes and two rockers. And he’d have to 
start getting used to being ealled a “ser- 
geant first class” again. : 

Add to this another morale factor: the 
attitude of a present master sergeant who, | 
after working himself up ‘te the top of 
the ladder, finds that two rungs have been 
added. 

But, as far as my propesed system of 
stripes is concerned, this disadvantage 
shouldn’t amount to much. It’s the new 
pay bill that is adding the twe supergrades, 
and pretty much everybody figures it’s a 
good deal, all things considered.

SO FAR, you'll note, this proposal hasn’t 
mentioned anything about specialists or 
their sleeve-eagles. 

Specialists and some form of specialist 
ratings appear to be necessary. Perhaps 
the best thing would be to revive the old 
WWII system of “T” ratings. 

So much for my plea to pretect whatever 
is left of the prestige of present-day stripes. 
I think it’s the simplest possible solution 
te a complicated preblem created by the 
two supergrades. 

And if, on the side, the plan slips the 
old buek sergeant back into the line-up, 
just consider it the work of a guy who was 
a noncommissioned officer himself a dozen 
or 8O years age.

Trapped by Ruling 
On Permanent Grade 


TRAVIS AFB, Calif.: I realize 
the Army must draw a line some- 
where on the subject of permanent 
grades for enlisted men, but the 
new program effective July 1 is 
not fair, in my opinion, to all per- 
sonnel currently holding temporary 
ranks. 

I have 11% years total service, 
seven of which have’ been in the 
grade of master sergeant. Someone 
with over 15 years service but 
few as two years in grade would 
be eligible for permanent promo- 
tion to that rank, whereas I still 
have over three years to wait be- 
fore I can even so much as be 
considered for it. Nonetheless, I al- 
ready. have over three times as 
much time in grade now as the 
other person. 

To me this is highly unjust. 

Granted, the Army is on the 
right track by starting permanent 
promotions again, but there should 
be some provision made for person- 
nel that fall in the same category 
as IL. For instance, E-7 with 15 
years service and two in grade and 
E-7 with five or six years in grade, 
regardless of the amount of serv- 
ice, or a reasonable combination 


thereof.

WASHINGTON. — The .Army’s 
Pentagon staff this week began 
new studies of the Reserve com- 
ponents troop setup after the Ad- 
ministration revealed it has 
scrapped plans to eliminate 10 Na- 
tional Guard and Army Reserve 
divisions. 

The decision to keep the present 
27 Guard and 10 Army Reserve 
combat divisions was announced 
by the Army Chief of Staff, Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor at the Governors’ 
Conference in Miami. However, he 
indicated the force may have to be 
maintained without an increase in 
funds, personnel or equipment. 

Defense Secretary Neil McElroy, 
under a cross-fire of questioning by 
the governors, declined to say 
whether the present strength of 
400,000 Guardsmen and 300,000 
Army Reservists would be kept if 
the money is voted by Congress. 
President Eisenhower’s budget 
calls for a 10 percent manpower 
cut. 


At Miami, Taylor said the 
Guard’s problem now will be to 
“spread over 16 divisions the per- 
sonnel and equipment presently 
planned for 10 divisions.” It prob- 
ably will be necessary, he indi- 
cated, to scale down the present 
triangular divisions to pentomic di- 
visions of three battle groups each, 
instead of five. 

Under previous plans, six of the 
Guard divisions. would have been 
inactivated, except for divisional 
headquarters and artillery head- 
quarters. 

Seven Guard divisions with high 
priority status, including two 
armored divisions, are to be kept at 
85 percent of strength, it was re- 
ported. Others are to have only 
about 50 percent strength under 
the President’s budget proposal. 

There was no indication of a 
change in the plan to eliminate 
3266 company-size units, reducing 
the Guard from 5435 to 3596 and 
the Army Reserve from 5501 to 
4074. 





Vinson Vows Fight ior Army Strength

WASHINGTON. — House Armed 
Services committee chairman Carl 
Vinson served warning this week 
that “we are going to make a fight 
on the floor of the House” to keep 
the Army strength at 900,000. men. 

Funds for the strength of the 
Army come from the Appropria- 
lions committee, which is expected 
to report the service budget bill to 
the floor next week. The bill is 
expected to follow the Administra- 
tion’s recommendation that ‘the 
Army be cut back to 870,000 men. 

Mr. Vinson, and most of his com- 
mittee with him, will fight to get 
the Army enough extra money to 
raise its strength to 900,000. 

The cagey veteran of 44 years in 
the House, known by his colleagues 
as “the Swamp Fox,” said, “I don’t 


know whether we will win. You 
always bear in mind that the true 
soldier fights when his battalions 
are weak. Any soldier can fight 


when his battalions are strong.” 

Other committee members joined 
in praise of the Army. 

Rep. L: Mendel Rivers (D., S. C.) 
said, “The Army has done more 
than any other service with the 
least amount of money in the mis- 
sile field.” 


Rep. Katherine St. George (R., 
N. ¥.) added, “I’m 100 percent for 
the Army.”

WASHINGTON. — A couple of 
political cartoonists for the Rus- 
sian satirical magazine “Crocodile” 
passed through town last week, 
showing more interest in Mark 
Twain and Disneyland than in 
American government affairs. 

The two are here to attend the 
second annual convention of the 
Association of American Editorial 
Cartoonists in Indianapolis. They 
also hope te visit Hannibal, Mo., 
where Mark grew up, and Walt 
has invited them te see his 
wonderland. 

Though: both places are in areas 
closed to Russian visitors, the State 
Department reportedly was clear- 
ing the way for them. 

Vitalii Goriaev and Ivan Seme- 
onov were being shepherded 
through the Washington maze by 
John Stampone, editorial cartoonist 
of Army Times and secretary of 
the cartoonists group. He set up a 
typical Washington press confer- 
ence for them at the National Press 
Club, which they took in stride.

Speaking through an interpreter, 
Goriaev and Semeonov made clear 
one big difference between political 
art as it is done in the U.S. and 
Russia. There, cartoonists have 
no tradition of “ridiculing” lead- 
ers whom they respect, they said. 

“All heads of government are 
excluded from such cartoons,” 
Goriaev said, “because it would be 
considered a personal affront. We 
criticize not leaders but policies.” 

What would happen if he 
“ridiculed” Nikita Khrushehev? 

“Nothing would happen, but I 
would not. draw such cartoons.” 

Goriaev, who ‘has illustrated a 
Russian edition of “‘Tom Sawyer,” 
also said that the element of horror 
has no place in Russian children’s 
books. “Pictures for them should 
be funny, not terrifying,” he said.

‘Deadline Set 
Pay Claims. 


WASHINGTON.—The Army said 
this week that those whe have 
claims against the government for 
back retired pay as a result of the 
Seagraves decision in the Court of 
Claims. and a more recent comp- 
troller general decision must get 
their claims in before June .29. 

The Seagraves decision estab- 
lished a prineiple, aceepted by the 
Comptroller General in his decision 
B-113387, dated April 1, that any- 
one who qualified for Title TH re- 
tirement and was 60 years eld as 
of the effective date of the Army- 
Air Force Vitalization Act (PL 
810, now Title 10, USC), and who 
applied for retirement after the 
effective date, which was June 29, 
1948, was entitled to retired pay 
retroactive to June. 29, 1948. 

The Army said: “It appears that 
any person who had qualified (for 
Title II retirement) prior to that 
date (June 29, 1948) but did not 
file an application until some time 
subsequent to June 29, 1948, would 
not be entitled to receive retroac- 
tive retired pay. -In view of the 
statute of.limitations, all persons 
who had reached: age 60 and had 
completed 20 years of satisfactory 
service prior to June 29, 1948, but 
did not file for retirement at that 
time, should file a claim with the 
General. Accounting Office Audit 
Branch, Indianapolis 49, Ind., prior 
to 29 June 1958.”

In some cases we 
do know how the problem in ques- 
tion could be investigated, in others 
we do ‘not, especially in some prob- 
lems which concern the surface of 
the moon. 

It is always a big surprise to 
people to hear that we know the 
surface of the moon better than 
we know the surface of the earth. 
Yet it is’ true, just because we see 
the moon from a distance and can 
photograph it with the aid of our 
telescopes as if we. were orbiting 
a few score miles away. 

Knowledge Kestricted 

But theré are some restrictions 
to our knowledge. In the first 
~ place we can see only about one- 
half of the lunar surface. The 
other part that we do not see will 
naturally differ in detail but not, 
so-to-speak, in-principle. It will 
be a waterless, airless landscape 
of meteor craters like the visible 
hemisphere. 

The second restriction is that we 
can only see it, we cannot (or. not 
yet) touch it, feel it, weigh it. 
The result is that there are some 
mysteries. 

Any amateur astronomer can tell 
you that some lunar craters have 
what has been called “rays.” They 
are white streaks emanating from 
some .craters and continuing in 
straight lines for dozens, hundreds 
and even thousands of miles. We 
do not know what these “rays” 
are; all we can say positively is 
that they do not cast any shadow 
when the sun is low over the moon 
and everything does cast long 
shadows. 

Hence the “rays” are not in any 
way elevated. One might say that 
they have no thickness. This is 
interesting, but not very helpful. 

The Moon’s “Sea” 

Any amateur astronomer _ will 
also tell you that the dark spots 
on the moon which can be seen 
with the naked eye are enormous 
flat darkish plains. They are 























the moon has an atmosphere. The 
customary answer is “no,” but a 
few say “yes” and are quite in- 
sistent about it. Of course, even 
those who say “yes” do not mean 
an atmosphere as we have on 
earth. 

The discussion is whether or not 
there is any kind of gaseous en- 
velope around the moon. That it 
will be quite thin is generally con- 
ceded; possibly like our own at- 
mosphere 120 miles up. 

It has. been said recently that 
the moon must have some gas 
around it. The natural radio-active 
decay of certain elements in the 
lunar must. produce tiny 
quantities “of the rare gases Ar- 
gon, Krypton and Xenon, which 
exist in» our. own atmosphere in 
tiny. quantities as a result of the 
radio-active decay in the earth’s 
crust. 

The problem is whether there 
will Le enough of them to detect 
their presence. 

Initial Orbit Doubtful 


This. problem can be tackled if 
we succeed in putting an artificial 
satellite into an orbit around the 
moon. If*there is gas of any kind 
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out drive to have all officers, war-

Faster Helicopter Method 
Of Laying Wire Developed 


FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. — A 
new method of laying field tele- 
phone wire by helicopter has been 
developed and tested at the Elec- 
tronic Proving Ground here. 

The method offers a tremendous 
saving in time usually required to 
string wire across open country. 
During the tests some 500 miles of 
wire were laid at speeds up to 70 
miles per hour. In some ‘instances 
five-mile lengths of wire were laid 
down and telephone conversations 
started within five minutes. 

The military applications of this 
high speed wire laying technique 
are numerous. The complete wire 
network to support an airborne di- 
vision (120 miles of wire), for ex- 
ample, could be laid down in less 
than 15 minutes by five light cargo 
helicopters. 

In perfecting the operation, spe- 
cial dispensers had to be found 
which would play out the wire in 
a smooth, even stream without 
tangling or fouling. It was found 
that aluminum vertical dispensing 
tubes were superior to any other 
type. When mounted in an H-19 
Helicopter, the two tubes project 
through a trap-door in the floor 
of the aircraft and are able to lay 
two lines simultaneously.

WHITE SANDS MISSILE 
RANGE, N.M.—There will be less 
sand at White Sands Missile Range 
as a result of an unusual request 
received by the Public Information 
Office this week.

Electronic ‘Brain’ Speeds 


Gunnery Dat 


FORT SILL, Okla. — A compara- 
tively small machine with an “elec- 
tronic brain” which solves compli- 
cated gunnery problems in a matter 
of minutes was demonstrated re- 
cently before officials of Fort Sill’s 
Artillery and Missile School. 

The $50,000 electronic digital 
computer has been rented by the 


under the direction of Col. W. E. 
Showalter. 


The computer — built by Bendix 
Aviation Corp.—will be used for 
gunnery evaluation and research, 
and is expected to reduce time 
spent on more complicated prob- 
lems from months to hours. 

A problem involving some 1200 
triangles from a Sill firing last 
month, already has been totaled by 
the machine, 

“This problem normally would 
have taken 30 days,” said research 
and review division chief Louis Van 
De Velde. 

Able to receive 50 coded ¢om- 
mands from an electric typewriter, 
the computer speeds the informa- 
tion through its electronic system 
and types the answer back in code 
on the writer. 

At the same time historical gun- 
nery data from firings throughout 
the world can be recorded and 
stored in orderly sequence on a 
magnetic tape set-up hooked to the 
computer. This information can be 
fed back to division personnel at

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Why Two More ‘Unknowns’? 


va 
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By John M. Virden 


The following is a condensed version of Virden’s editorial in the current issue of the Saturday 


Evening Post. It is reprinted with permission. 


On a green hillside of Arlington, on Gen. Robert 
E. Lee’s old farm, facing Washington across the 
Potomac River, stands the majestically simple tomb 
of the Unknown Soldier. j 

Engraved in the polished white marble of the 
sarcophagus are these moving and reverent words: 

HERE RESTS IN HONORED GLORY AN AMER- 
ICAN SOLDIER KNOWN BUT TO GOD. 

For every minute of every day and night, since 
11 a.m., November 11, 1921, when this American 
shrine was dedicated to the memory of all “the 
unnamed men who breached the walls and died be- 
fore thé gates” in our nation’s wars, the tomb has 
been guarded by a crack infantryman of the U.S. 


Exactly” where or how his comrade died, the 
pacing sentinel cannot know. But to most Americans, 
this Unknown Soldier who rests here is the best 
known of all soldiers who have died that other men 
might live. 

But on this Memorial Day in 1958, when “. . . the 
dead march out with tattered banners flying...” 
(from the poem by Bruce Catton), this treasured 
symbol of all soldiers will be changed and, in my 
opinion, cheapened. : 

For on the afternoon of May 30, two old artillery 
caissons will roll over Arlington’s twisting roads. 
One caisson will bear the remains of a man killed 
in World War II, the other all that was mortal of a 
youth who fell in Korea. 

When the gray horses halt beside the tomb, a 
band will play Our Honored Dead, as the honor 
guards present arms. The bugler will send the long, 
sad, sad notes of taps echoing over the Virginia 
hills, and two more unknowns will be sealed under 
granite slabs that will bear the dates of the wars 
in which they died: 1941-1945 and 1950-1953. 

Somehow, it seems to me. some of the grandeur of 
the solitary tomb of the Unknown Soldier before 
the impressive Grecian amphitheater in Arlington 
will be lost by the addition of two more unknowns. 
Not that these men are less worthy than the mar 


who died a quarter century or more before they did. 

But the burial of two more unknowns: smacks a 
little too much of a patriotie stunt, promoted by 
some professional veterans for the past 11 years, 
although there is ample evidence the rank and file 
of the war veterans did not approve of this. 


WHATEVER the promoters’ motives, the logic 
back of this multiplicty of unknowns is elusive. If 
three Unknown Soldiers are better than only one, 
would twenty not be much better than three? And 
a round hundred would be better than a score. Why 
not cover that whole green hillside with unknowns? 
The good Lord knows we have a lot of them to choose 
from; they have been buried in countless thousands 
in the course of our history. 

The Unknowns from the American Revolution 
are legion, but one of General Washington’s Unknown 
Men is already buried in Alexandria, Virginia, as a 
symbol of all the others. There are plenty more, 
Some of them died in Shays’ rebellion, in the Penn- 
sylvania Whisky rebellion. Near Buena Vista, Mex- 
ico, there is a whole field full of unknown dead. 
These were Zack Taylor’s men.

OVER A MASS grave of his comrades from the 
Union Army of the Potomac, the official Unknown 
Soldier of the Civil War is already enshrined in a 
little-visited section of Arlington. And hundreds 
of Confederates are buried inside Jackson Circle 
not far away. Any proposal to move the Union Un- 
known to the amphitheater for reinterment beside 
the veterans of World Wars I and II and the 
Korean War would bring demands that a Confederate 
unknown also be honored. 

If we are to go in for numbers of unknown 
soldiers, let us go all the way, neglecting no war. 
Better still, let us hope that this molestation of our 
honored dead is stopped before it goes one step 
further,

and electronics majors and will be 
assigned after schooling in the 
fields of guided missiles and spe- 
cial weapons.

The enlisted college program is 
covered in detail in AR 350-260. 

The program is designed, as Mr. 
Brucker emphasized in announcing 
the first groups to be selected for 
school, for career soldiers whose 
“studies are intended to give the 
Army a hard core of expert spe- 
cialists and noncommissioned of- 
ficer leaders.” 

Officials admit that many who 
take part.in the program will qual- 
ify easily for warrant officer ap- 
pointment and even for commis- 
sions after their college training is 
complete. They emphasize, how- 
ever, that this program is not an 
officer procurement program. 

It is designed to meet Army 
needs in the NCO and specialist 
fields. What men who successfully 
complete college under the pro- 
gram do to advance themselves is 
voluntary on the part of the in- 
dividual.

with the new test aid pamphlet 
(DA Pamphlet 12-091). 

The pamphlet tells what MOS 
tests are like, how taken and 
scored, and other pertinent details. 

“A separate MOS proficiency test 
will be prepared for each skill 
level of an MOS,” the pamphlet 
says. Most MOS’s have five skill 
levels—some have six. These are 
shown by the first digit after the 
decimal point in the MOS (the 
fourth figure of the MOS). 

Today’s first sergeant MOS is 
001.8, for sergeant major 001.9. 
The .8 and .9 show the “skill level” 
in that MOS. Most other MOS’s 
carry skill levels .0, .1, .2 (special- 
ist level) and .66 and .7 (NCO 
level). Some also carry a .3 skill 
level. And under the new enlisted 
grade structure, with nine pay 
grades and pro pay, skill levels 
4, .5, and NCO skill level .8 will 
probably come into use. 

Thus there may be as many as 
seven separate tests in a single 
MOS, depending on the skill level. 

The pamphlet gives these other 
details about the MOS proficiency 
tests. 








Free Mailing 
Out Overseas 


WASHINGTON — Servicemen 
overseas won’t get free mailing 
privileges. 

The postal rate increase bill 
that Congress sent to the Presi- 
dent this week originally pro- 
vided free first-class mail for 
servicemen with A.P.0. or

THE ARMY in December pre- 
pared a bill which removes the 
reference in the readjustment pay 
bill to five years membership in 
the Reserve immediately preced- 
ing involuntary release. This 
would be retroactive to 1956, thus 
permitting readjustment payments 
to all who have been RIF’d since 
July 1, 1956, and who failed to 
qualify because of lack of time in 
the Reserve, even though they had 
more than five years continuous 
active duty immediately before re- 
lease. ‘ 

In December this bill was sent 
to Defense for coordination with 
the other services. It was returned 
to the Army early ‘in May with con- 
currences. The Air Force also 
pointed out that certain individ- 


uals other than AF warrant of- 


ficers might come under the bill. 
The Navy requested that its tem- 
porary officers be specifically con- 
sidered and included in the bill 


Is Readied 

Revision of the bill and of the 
letter of transmittal is now going 
on and the bill and letter are ex- 
pected to go to Defense within a 
few days. Next step is to get Navy 
and Air Force concurrence in the 
revisions, which are not expected 
to cause a problem, and to get 
Bureau of the Budget approval, 
which may be more difficult. 

First-year cost of the bill will 
run about $1 million, or a little 
higher. After the first year, costs 
will be negligible. 

Officials aren’t hopeful of pass- 
age by this Congress because of 
the late date on which the bill will 
reach the Hill. 

They feel that there is strong 
justification for it, however, even 
though it has been six months. or 
more since most of those to be 
benefited were RIF’d. 

Justification is based: on the fact 
that many of the Army warrant 
officers affected- have had to “go 
into hock” and are still in debt, in 
their efforts to adjust from mili- 
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war force. They emphasized, how- 
ever, that such an-insigne would 
not replace existing division 
patches, but might be worn over 
or under them or on the pocket 
of the uniform.

IT WAS UNDERSTOOD that to 
shorten the Korean tour the Army 
might have to further reduce the 
strength of tactical units.

This is not new for the Army. 
It will be for the Navy, which has 
counted only time spent “on sta- 
tion” as overseas time. Thus the 
time actually spent in Korea by 
Army troops will be 12 months or 
less, except for those who fly over. 
For all ‘services, thereforé, time in 
Korea will be the same—about 12 
months,

DEFENSE FIGURES indicate 
that the Army is the only service 
which has any sizable number of 
people in Korea. The Air Force has 
several hundred, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps only a handful each. 

Should the Korea tour be short- 
ened as proposed, one major ques- 
tion will be the length of service 
of draftees. 

The Army’s arguments in favor 
of retaining the Korea tour at 16 
months included the statement that 
basic training, leave and adminis- 
trative time lost normally added up 
to about six months.- This, plus 
the Korea tour of 16 months, meant 
that the Selective Service inductee 
who went to Korea spent about 22 
months or less on actual active 
duty.

Well, there is 
a diminutive chunk of dynamite by 
the name of “Squeak” Burwell 
(Col. Lewis C. Burwell, Jr. to a 
great many AF veterans of the Far 
East theater of World War II). 

Our first contact with him was 
as his guest on some of his Resort 
Airlines junkets around the Carib- 
bean. He was -president and 
founder of the line. And our ex- 
cursions were to introduce Resort’s 
flying “house parties” to the travel 
trade. 

We started them to the Ba- 
hamas, Jamaica, Puerto Rico, the 
Dutch West Indies, everywhere 
from Miami to the north Coast of 
South America. Now Resort is 
specializing in Military traffic. 

“Squeak” took a turn with Fly- 
ing Tiger Line, a charter cargo 
outfit, after leaving Resort. He’s 
now board chairman of Overseas 
National and quite happy, he tells 
us serving up club passages in 
the rapidly growing charter field. 

ONA recently acquired four 

new DC-6s. They also have a 
couple of DC-4s. The former ac- 
commodates 97 passengers, the 
latter, 68. Typical charter prices 
for the planes are $25,599.50 for 
the 97-seat DC-6 from New York 
to Paris and back. The 68-seat 
DC-4 costs $17,918 for the same 
distance. 

Both include steward service, hot 
meals, foam rubber reclining 
chairs, radiant heating, all the 
comforts of home. The DC-4s 
usually make one stop going and 
coming. The DC-6s fly non-stop. 

Tours may be arranged from a 
week to three weeks. The longer 
one takes in England, France, 
Switzerland, Italy and Germany. 
The week tours may start at either 
Paris or London and may be ar- 
ranged according to choice. 

A few tours have been made 
from California to Pacific Islands. 
This region will probably see more 
of such operations. Right now Bur- 
well and his partners, especially 
George W. Tompkins, president 
and founder of the line, are very 
much occupied in the dense popu- 
lation of the East. 

Mr. Tompkins, a lieutenant com- 
mander, USNR and Ex-AF Pilot 
Burwell, are still attached to the 
Armed Forces. So each would like 
to see more wives, parents, chil- 
dren and sweethearts of service- 
men on their planes. 

Each feels that it often would 
be a greater pleasure for the folks 
to visit their service kin at their 
overseas posts than it would be for 
them to come home. 

There are numerous ways for 
clubs to be formed for charter 
tours. They can be organized 
among PTA, Legion, Auxiliary, 
Church, Community and various 
other groups.

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Mobile Home Industry |: 
Scores All-Time High 


E mobile home industry has 
experienced another banner 
year as total sales reached an all- 


time high of $588,803,700 and pro- 
duction climbed to 140,325 units 
during 1957, according to Edward 
L. Wilson, Managing Director of 
Association. - : 

“These new sales and production 
figures indicate a growing trend on 
the. part of the Anierican public 
toward economical and comfortable 
mobile home living,” Wilson said. 
“At the same time, more people 
than ever before are finding travel 
trailers ideal for their short and 
extended vacation periods.” 4 

The new sales figure is $12,803,- 
700 more than the 1956 figure of 
$576,000,000. And the latest pro- 
duction total is better than the 
previous high of 1956 by .45 of one 
per cent, 

“The growth of the -mobile 
homes industry has been tre- 
mendous,” Wilson stated. “In its 
27-year life, production rose from 
1300 units in 1930 to the current 
140,325 units. In the 10-year 
period from 1947 through 1957, 
production went up 133 per cent, 
while sales volume increased 300 
per cent.” 

Right now, over three million 
persons reside in over one and a 
fifth million mobile homes. There 
are approximately 250 mobile 
homes manufacturers and 4000 
dealers located throughout the 
country, Wilson pointed out. 

Economy and comfort in mobile 
home living were high points 
stressed by Wilson. As to economy, 
he stated: 

“There’s a mobile home for every 
need and every budget, Most units 
sell from $3000 to $9000 with the 
average price being about $4500.

In his best-selling book entitled 
“Brave Men,” these words occur 
in connection -with the Normandy 
landings, June 6, 1944. Ernie, fa- 
mous néwspaperman and war cor- 
respondent, was, in his own words, 
the defender of “the common 
frontline soldier.” He was equally 
popular with the officers. Although 
he hated war and saw little glory 
in it, he went everywhere with ‘the 
troops. He covered “magaificent 
distances.” He was with them in 








the African campaign, in Sicily, 
on the Anzio beachhead in Italy, 
then to England and off with the 
Normandy landings.’ At last he 
reached the Pacific war theater— 
and fe Shima, just west of Okin- 
awa. There, on April 18, 1945, he 
was killed by a Japanese machine- 
gunner. 

A memorial marking the spot 
bears the inscription: “At this spot 
the 77th Division lest a buddy, 
Ernie Pyle.” 





some-year-old experiment designed to increase discipline 
and make a career more attractive to officers. 


The experiment nearly wrecked the Army, with- 
out a shot having been fired. Fortunately; the test 
ended ‘after 30 days and the 
Army lived to fight through 
World War II, Korea, Little Rock 
and Capitol Hill. 

The plan called for a new 
system of distributing the money 
collected as fines resulting from 
courts martial. The money was 
to be distributed as follows: 50 
percent to the Soldiers’ Home in 


resulting from courts martial): 
25 percent to the local unit fund; 
and 25 percent to the officer re- 
sponsible for the court martial. 

The War Department wisely figured that it better 
try it out at one post before applying this system 
to the whole Army, so it chose Fort Baxter. The 
first few days of the experiment, life at Fort Baxter 
was relatively unchanged. Then, the opportunities 
for officers to improve their financial positions be- 
came apparent when one captain court-martialed 
his entire artillery battery for making a wrong turn 
on a training problem. 

This far-sighted captain collected $1020 from 
his 102 men (units were understrength in those 
days). He kept $255, and when word got around 
the BOQ the stampede was on. Free enterprise 
had hit the Army. 

Within the 30-day trial period, the 1200 men 
at Baxter went through 3000 courts martial. The 
fines totaled nearly $150,000 — or an average of 
$50 per man_per conviction. There were two ac- 
quittals during the month.

ONE OF THE objects of the experiment was 
to improve discipline. and efficiency, but it didn’t 
work out that way. Each court martial required 
the services of a court, stenographers, typists, 
guards, janitorial assistants, defense counsel, prose- 
cutors and,,in some cases, translators. By the end 
of the second week, the entire camp was engaged 
in the judicial process 

Fort Baxter soon was flooded with official visi- 


tors. Internal Revenue sent a couple of men around 
to check on the incomes of the convening authori- 
ties. The state in which Baxter is located decided 
to levy its own income tax on the income received 


by the officers the eourts martial, and it took 
seven years of litigation to straighten out that mess. 

The Labor Department sent a dozen people to 
Baxter to investigate the sociological and related 
aspects of the increased discipline (this was before 
the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
was created). The Justice Department sent men 
from its Bureau of Prisons to see how the experi- 
ment progressed. 

* * . 

THE FIFTH National Bank decided to move its 
Baxter branch from the PX building to one of the 
BOQs to be closer to the source of deposits. But 
it moved back to its old quarters when it learned 
that for every officer deposit, there was an EM with- 
drawal or loan. 

Local unit funds rose to an all-time high, but 
dayrooms and other recreational places were de- 
serted. The men left the post each day immediate- 
ly after Retreat, or as soon as their trials were over. 

The enlisted men, of course, were dissatisfied 
with the arrangement. There was considerable 

grumbling, and one committee even wrote to the 
White House in Washington. The reply was that 
the President was going to wait and see. 

One infantry captain soon had a company ‘of 
744 men, by accepting transfers with the promise 
that he would limit trials to one per man per month, 
with no fine to exceed $25 (he was paying off a new 
Pierce Arrow). He was the first officer to adopt 
the supermarket principle of low markup and fast 
turnover. 

Another first lieutenant was able to buy an eight- 
cylinder LaSalle by setting up three courts within 
his company, providing fast service, no waiting.

wt will happen in a dozen years if the United 

States and Russia continue to build up their 
military forces with new arms? This sobering re- 
port is gloomy. It says: 

“Few observers are optimistic about the pos- 
sibility of defense keeping pace with offense in 
the decades ahead.” Or, to put it another way, 
we are reaching the point where it will be im- 
possible to stop a nuclear missile from wiping 
out all that we cherish. _ 1 

The report, which brings together a vast amount 
of information about U.S. and Russian arms, calls 
for a broad program of arms control measures, as 
part of an overall foreign policy program. The 
report is based on the assumption that American 
and Russian armament efforts will continue rough- 
ly at the present rate, and that no large-scale war 
will have broken out by 1970. 

In a recent review of this report, Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey (D., Minn.), chairman of the Disarma- 
ment subcommittee of the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee, wrote: 

“The facts contained in this study confirm my 
fears. Unless the world is able soon to make a-start 
toward the distant goal of persuading men to live 
by laws rather than by guns, the point of no-return 
may soon be reached.”

STRATEGIC SURRENDER: The Policies of Vic- 
tory and Defeat, by Paul Kecskemeti. Stanford Uni- 
versity Press, Stanford, Calif. $5. 

EMANDING unconditional surrender in modern 

warfare can have its drawbacks, says Paul 
Kecskemeti, and he points to current history to 
prove it. 

The author, a member of the social science di- 
vision of the RAND Corp., describes the World War 
If surrenders of Japan, Germany, Italy and France 
to show, that demanding unconditional surrender 
actually ‘lengthened the war. But he also shows 
that: Allied leaders acted_reasonably with the know!- 
edge they had at the time. 

Kecskemeti says Japan was ready to surrender 
before the atomic bombs were dropped on Nagasaki 
and Hiroshima. Many government leaders, includ- 
ing the emperor, were willing to call it quits, but 
rabid militarists wanted to send 100-million Japan- 
ese to the beaches to repel the expected invaders. 
Japan’s government tried to get Russia to work 
for better terms from the Americans, but the Rus- 
sians stalled until they could get into the war against 
Japan. 

In this case, the author says, an offer by the 
U.S. to aceept surrender on conditional terms would 
have shortened the war and would have made the 
dropping of the A-bombs unnecessary. As it turned

He also stressed the importance 
of the “widest possible market” 
which mass production is supposed 
to make possible.

lescence.” 

Perhaps some of these observa-

Electronic Flash Gains | 
Favor With Amateurs 


By JACOB DESCHIN 

AMATEURS are coming around 

to electronic flash at a pace so 

rapid that they now buy four out of 
five sold, according to the sales 
figures of one of the largest cam- 
era shops in the country. 

One reason: prices for amateur 
equipment are somewhat lower 
than in the early days, about $20- 
$30 for the most economical ‘units 
to $50-$60, with some a bit higher. 
Another: use of the inexpensive 
and easily available power source— 
flashlight dry-cell battery. 4 

The subject has come up at the 
instigation of a query from William 
W. Bennett (USAF), who writes: 
“I would like to see in your col- 
umn the possibilities and the dis- 
advantages of electronic flash 
equipment selling retail under $75 
that are suitable to 35mm cameras.” 
He also asked for manufacturers’ 
names and address and whether the 
units are obtainable through the 
Exchanges. 

The name of the unit, of which 
the following is a fairly representa- 
tive list, indicates the maker’s name 
to any dealer, from whom they 
would have to be obtained anyway, 
and a query at the Exchange should 
supply a quick answer to that ques- 
tion.

Chief 
among the expanded facilities are 
the areas for work with radioiso- 
topes. One section of the building 
provides the most modern labora- 
tory facilities available for radioiso- 
tope techniques. A greenhouse, lo- 
cated on the roof. allows for bio- 
chemical production of isotopieally 
labeled plant constituents, 


Safety considerations, which 
were a feature of the original build- 
ing, have been incorporated in the 
expansion, In accordance with cur- 
rent trends, the laboratories have 
been provided with hoods larger 


by 50 percent than those in the 
original building.

AMENDMENTS to Alaska game 
law regulations, designed to 
gear fishing and hunting oppor- 
tunities to the supply of game, 
have been announced by Secretary 
of the Interior Fred A. Seaton. 
Changes in the regulations in- 
clude resetting of seasons and bag 
limits in each of the 26 wildlife 
management units in Alaska to ac- 
cord with the supply of fish and 
game. 

The winter season on moose is 
eliminated in the Anchorage unit, 
between Girdwood and Portage, 
where the weather drives great 
numbers of them into readily acces- 
sible pockets, and shortened in the 
upper Susitna area where they are 
easily spotted.

No government housing is sup- 
plied.

In some cases a hot 
water heater and drapes are fur- 
nished, 

Laundry facilities are not pro- 
vided, nor is heat.

If commanders would use 
the master sergeants they now 
have, give them the responsibility 
and respect due them, there would 
be no need for the new pay grades. 

As has been mentioned before, 
higher pay and super grades are 
not going to better the present 
prestige situation, Although the 
pay raise will help a lot financially, 
it will take more than money to re- 
store the lost prestige of the NCO. 
I would like to recommend the fol- 
lowing: 

® That battalion and regimental 
commanders use, insofar as pos- 
sible, only those master sergeants 
who ,now hold permanent grades 
as master in positions such as ser- 
geant major, first sergeant, opera- 
tions sergeant, chief clerk, ete. 

® If DA insists on the E-8 and 
E-9 grades, then the men who now 
hold permanent master sergeant 
could be promoted to these grades, 
according to the positions they 
have to be in. 

® That DA control the assign- 
ment of the upper three grades 
(E-7 to E-9) and insist that the 
battalion commander assign his 
master sergeants when they report 
to his battalion and not leave their 
assignments up to anyone who hap- 
pens to be around at the time. 

® Now that personne] officers 
have reviewed all records to deter- 
mine permanent grades, the bat- 
talion commander should make the 
changes and assign his master ser- 
geants in the following manner: 

1. The ranking NCO by date of 
rank: sergeant major; next in line: 
service battery or company; next,: 
headquarters battery or company, 
ete. 

Then, if thé officers, from divi- 
sion on down, would quit doing the 
NCO’s.job and insist on the NCO 
doing his job, we would regain 
some of our lost prestige.

Information Needed 
For Future Progress 


MEMPHIS: Whatever the Army 
may need in the future, one thing 
is certain; there will be a greater 
need for trained men, mostly en- 
listed,-to man the complex equip- 
ment that must be had, and to 
supervise. 

The suggestion to be made is: 
how to most effectively train the 
men needed to man and maintain 
the equipment of the future Army? 
The Army is way overdue in de- 
veloping a constructive enlisted 
course of study in the various fields 
to allow progressive and rapid ad- 
vancement, both in knowledge and 
promotion. 

How is this constructive advance- 
ment supposed to be accomplished? 
All the answers are not within the 
knowledge of this writer. However, 
one angle of approach seems logi- 
cal, as the Navy has been doing it 
for years. 

The Department of the Army 
could compile a compact MOS, by 
grade, in a one-volume (or as many 
as needed) publication, to be is- 
sued down to company, battery and 
detachment level. 

These publications would be ac- 
cessible to all using troops. Each 
enlisted man would be required to 
pass atest before he could get pro- 
moted This would insure .the 
highest knowledge and proficiency 
obtainable 

How can one be expected to pass 
the up-coming proficiency test 
(MOS style) when chances are he 
hasn’t had at least one of the fol- 
lowing happen, in various degrees. 

1. No: chance at formal instruc- 
tion at a service school. 

2. Not worked within the PMOS 
he now holds for many years. 

3. Has not been thoroughly orien-

Soldiers Deposits 
A Private Affair 


MANNHEIM, Germany: It’s 
about time something were done to 
liberalize the use of Soldiers De- 
posit accounts by enlisted men. I 
would suggest the following course 
of action in this case. 

The EM eoncerned should have 
full and personal control of his 
own Soldiers Deposit card) when 
it is not in the process of having a 
deposit recorded thereon. The 
present policy in most outfits is 
that all cards be left in safekeep- 
ing with the battalion personnel 
Officer. 

The soldier himself should be 
allowed to arrange his own deposit 
with the post finance office, with- 
out being required first to secure 
the approval of the unit personnel 
office, 

I would suggest that the Army 
allow all EM concerned with these 
accounts to make their deposits 
by monthly allotment from pay, 
with the sodier concerned being 
held solely responsible that all’ de- 
posits are recorded properly on 
his account card in his possession. 

In some outfits, a man finds that 
quite a bit of pressure is being 
brought to bear- upon him that he 
will have a Soldiers Deposit ac- 
count — or else. A soldier should 
be allowed to choose whether or 
not he wants to Start an account. 

If these suggestions were adopt- 
ed, I believe the EM would make 
more use of the Soldiers Déposit 
program.

Is There Any Use 
For Name Tags? 
FONTANA, Wis.: I have read 


“name tags.” 
that anyone can come to their de- 
fense as they are an item, that fill 
no need, do not have any justifica- 
tion, and do not have any precedent. 


Just what is their purpose? Do 
they make us better soldiers? Will 
they make you a better liked indi- 
vidual? Do they help give our 
leaders better control? The answer 
to all of the above is no. 

A new one can’t be read over a 
distance of 10. feet when the indi- 
vidual is moving,- when he is in 
the prone position, or when they 
are wrinkled- and faded. 

Maybe it is for the purpose of 
eliminating speech when the indi- 
vidual is reporting—he just points 
at his name tag, and lets the officer 
figure out its- pronunciation. 

What has or what will these 
“name tags” do? It has cost the 
individual and the Army many, 
many dollars and man-hours in the 
procurement, transportation, stor- 
age, and issuing of these. useless 
things. It costs money to have 
them ripped off, sewn on, changed 
to a different color, and replaced. 

It makes the uniform very un: 
tidy, and gives an organization a 
penal look. It has created the im- 
pression that the soldier can’t 
speak properly, that he doesn’t 
know his own name, that he can’t 
report properly to his superiors. It 
is helping to eliminate the leader- 
ship principle of “know your men.” 

How does it make identification 
easier? We must still know the 
man’s full name, initials, service 
number, home address. Maybe 
these will be the next things to be 
sewn on the uniform. 

Are we going to eliminate the 
identification tags, marking of 
clothing? What is going to happen 
when we have an exchange of cloth- 
ing at shower and laundry points? 
Why not have the name tag on 
every one of our uniforms? Isn’t it 
just as important to know an indi- 
vidual when he is wearing his class 
“A” as when he is in fatigues? 

Most of the above also applies to 
the U.S. Army tab wofn on some 
items of the uniform. If our uni- 
form is not distinctive enough to 
show that we are members of the 
Army, then it should be changed. 
Certainly the wearing of the unit 
insignia on the shoulder should 
serve that purpose; if not, then 
some PIO’s have been asleep on 
the job. 

It is to identify us from our allies 
who wear our uniform? Again, they 
have their own distinctive insignia; 
which are not at all like ours. Is it 
to distinguish us from the civilians 
who wear all types and combina- 
tions of our uniform (even on Army 
posts)? We could solve that in a 
hurry by not letting them wear it, 
or by having them ‘put a tab with 
the word “civilian” on their uni- 
form. 

If this U.S. ARMY tab is so im- 
portant, why isn’t it on all items of 
the uniform? 

Let us hope that soon we will 
have some positive leadership, and 
éliminate the above two items from 
the uniform of the U.S. Army.

GUNS odes 
SHOOTING|

You cannot win a pistol match with the .45 auto pistol 
as issued. Much test firing from a bench rest has proved to 
me that the M1911 will just about group into the bottom of 
a #3 tub at 50 long steps. This, let it be explained, is a mite 
on the sketchy side for any consistent winning. The match handgunner 

Re who aims to garner his share of the medals must ship 
his old pet off to a custom gunsmith and have it pre- 
cision refitted. 

This work-over job is pretty extensive. It in- 
cludes refitting the barrel and barrel bushing, adding 
a new and longer barrel link, refacing the barrel 
breech, adding high-silhouette, Patridge-type sights, 
improving the trigger pull and fitting a trigger stop, 
eliminating the vertical and horizontal play in the 
trigger, tightening the slide and fitting new and 
larger pins at critical points.

It is a 
A fighting tool, intended to function under the toughest 
conditions. This is okay during wartime but during these years of un- 
easy peace we gather each year at the Camp Perry Nationals.

IN 1955 Springfield Aemory got into the act and carefully selected 
and worked over 800 pistols. Each Model '11 was given a new, special- 
ly turned barrel, a new precision fitted barrel bushing, a new and 
longer barrel link and a set of checkered walnut stocks. These pistols 
were then stamped “NM” for National Match and shipped out to Perry. 
For the ’56 Nationals another 1250 pistols were doctored exactly like 
the ’55 lot except some additional improvements were made. 

In 1957 those pistols that were refinished not only had all the 
tune-up of the earliest lots but were given a set of high-silhouette 
Patridge-type sights and a neoprene grip pad for the front strap. Those 
National Match grade .45s finished during 1957 and ’58 totaled 4731 
weapons. 

There isn’t anything new about the accuratizing that is done on 
the big pistol. It is old stuff to a select little coterie of commercial 
gunsmiths. Pistolsmiths like Berdon, Giles, Clark and Pachmayr have 
been making a target proposition out of the M1911. for many years. 

Just how good then is the Springfield Armory refit job as compared 
to the work done by the civilian gunsmith?

ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND determined to find out. A total 
of 166 precision refitted and carefully tuned 1911 pistols were pains- 
takingly gathered from every worthwhile gunsmith in the country. 
Other services submitted their worked-over samples and even posts, 
camps and stations turned in some done over by local tinkerers. Space 
does not permit a listing of all the weapons tested, but here are the high 
10:

Improvements continue. And well this needs to be done. The ex- 
tensive testing not only proved the goodness of the Springfield Armory 
refitting but what was just as significant it disclosed that the Frankford 
Arsenal ammunition would consistently group into a 3-inch circle at 50 
yards (this from a Mann barrel). The 10-ring of the Standard American 
target measures 3.36 inches. The ammo is still better than the gun. 

RICOCHETS 

Winchester has in the mill two new hotrock, high-intensity rifle 
cartridges. The first of these is the .264 Magnum. It will drive a 100- 
grain bullet at 3700 feet per second, and a 140-grain at 3250 fps. The 
new load will be fired in the Model 70 rifle and will be the logical suc- 
cessor to the present .270 Win. This latter number has been around 
since 1926 and while far from obsolete is overshadowed by the .270 
Weatherby Magnum and various wildcat cartridges. 

Besides the .264, Winchester also has almost ready a second bruiser, 
the .338 Magnum. This larger number fills the obvious gap between the 
present .300 Magnum and the mighty 375 H&H Magnum. It has the 
oomph to upend anything that wears hair and claws on this or most any 
other continent. I field-tested the pilot model of the .338 early this 
year in Africa and made 13 one-shot kills out of some 19 game critters 
brought to bag. The .338 drives a 250-grain Silver Tip bullet at 2750fps 
and turns up 4200 ft. lbs. of muzzle energy. It will also be available in 
200-gr. and 300-gr. bullet weights.

Postal Wages Hiked; 
Rates Increased, Too 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


RESIDENT Eisenhower has 
signed inte law the postal em- 
ployee pay raise bill. 
With it he also signed into law 
the biggest postal rate increases 
ever voted by Congress. 


The bill will give most postal? 


workers approximately a 10 per- 
eent raise retroactive te January 1. 


The pay raise measure for clas- 
sified federal employees will go 
through quickly, probably during 
the first week in June. The raises 
will. average 8.5 percent, 

The original idea had been to 
back-date the bill to March. But 
the postal raise was retroactive to 
January 1 and passed both Houses 
unanimously. Since the President 
is very insistent on treating both 
groups equally, the January 1 
date was put on the bill. This 
would put $260 million in the hands 
of federal employees in back pay 
alone, 

The two groups of employees 
won’t quite be getting equal treat- 
ment because the postal employee 
raise averaged out to 10 percent. 

The argument is that classified 
employees do better because their 
raise will be permanent and the 
postal employee got only 7% per- 
cent in permanent raises and a 
temporary three-year increase of 
up to 22 percent. 

But this is a bogus argument 
because nobody is going to agree 
to discontinuing the raises after 
three years. They will merely be 
continued at that point. Three 
years is forever as far as a pay 
raise is concerned. 

You can call it a temporary 
raise now, but three years hence, 


lif they try to stop it, it will be 


called a pay “cut” by the postmen. 
It deesn’t take much imagination 
to conjure up the howls of postal 
union leaders at the thought of 
their pay being cut back to 2% 
percent. 

Once a pay raise bill is passed, 
the retroactive pay will be given 
employees in a lump sum in their 
late June pay checks. Don’t spend 
it before then.

A BILL te let employees count 

unused sick leave for additional 





retirement benefits is getting a 
hearing before a House Civil Serv- 
ice subcommittee. The measure 
would make it optional for em- 
ployees to also credit accumulated 
annual leave toward retirement. 
The unused leave time weuld be 
used to increase retirement bene- 
fits by adding it onto total service. 


But a 6% percent contribution 
would have to be made on the sa)- 
ary the leave represents. For an- 
nual leave the employees would 


have the option to draw cash pay- 
ments, as is now the case. 

The Administration opposes the 
bill. All employee unions favored 
it except one small group which 
opposed the measure on the 
grounds ‘it would encourage em- 
ployees to forego sick leave and 
injure their health.
